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The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose an apparatus, method 
and program for detecting a position of a moving robot as claimed. 

The closest prior art (US Patent 5,525,882 to Asaka et al.) teaches a method and 
system for maneuvering a mobile robot. However, Asaka fails to particularly teach or 
suggest the specific local image acquisition, distance image acquisition, characteristic 
point extraction, and reference characteristic point selection as claimed.
